It was decided that the committee should commnce its work with

public hearings on May 10, 1954, continued them intermittently until 
dime 17, 195%, amd, on July 1, 1954, discontinued them by a vote of 3 
to 2 in an executive mecting. However, interested foundations vere 
thereafter allowed to subait for inclusion in the trenscript of the 
hearings svorn ex parte statements if they deemed it f1t to answer, or 
add to, whet had bean entered in the committee's record.
